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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The claims are in plural form, that is, 
"Compounds" or "Catalysts" which do not conform with U.S. patent practice. The claims 
must be in singular form. Please correct. 

4. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted steps are: steps for forming carbon-nitrogen, carbon- 
oxygen and carbon-sulfur bonds and steps for preparing arylakines. 

5. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The claim appears to be claiming multiple processes within a 
single claim and thus the metes and bounds of what is intended to be claimed is 
unclear. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-6 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 4,319,050. The '050 patent discloses the compounds 
Cu[(C 6 H50)3P]CF 3 S03 and Cu[(CH 3 0)3P]CF 3 S03 useful as catalysts, which anticipate 
the instant claims. See Examples 6 and 7. 

8. Claims 1-6 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by EP 0 679 438 A. The '438 EP patent disclose the compounds of the 
general formula CuX*P(OR) 3 wherein R is a Cms alkyl or aryl group and X is CI, Br, or I. 
See Examples 1-6 and Tables 1-3. 

9. Claims 1-6, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by DE 24 31 330 A1. The '330 DE patent disclose Cu(l) halide complexes 
with phosphine or phosphine oxide useful as catalysts in the preparation of carbonic 
acid esters from alcohols with CO and oxygen. See Table at page 6.

10. Claims 11-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
